Apart from the exceedingly en-
cournging reports touching  the af-
falrs of Lho college aw & whole, proh-
ably the most Interesting featurs of
the meeting was the announcement of
the additlon to the toaching staff of
Dr. €. P. MeClintock, formerly of De-
trolt, Mich, whose name s  known
throughout the Unlted Stnates In con-
nectlon with orlglnal pharmacoutical
work of the Arst Importance. Dr. Me-
Clintock becomes professor of hyglens
and will also be In ahnrge of the
laboratory of phystologlcal chemlstiry,
For somp. years Tir. McClintoel has
been ut the head of the research de-
partment of one of the greatest drug
houses of the world, and has met with
remariable puccess. Hecently he has
determined to retire and te devote
hls time hereafter to tho privats pur-
sult of his experimental studles with
plants, vnoclnes, sera, ote, Looking
about for a suitdble location he Anal-
1¥ has settled on Richmond as his
future home, and has now agreed (o
glve a considerable portion or his time
to the inilversity College.

The trusices of the Institution feel
that In securlng a teacher ‘of the
prominence und experlence of Dr, Me-
Clintock they have distinctly added to
the prestiga of the college.
